CITY BUSINESSES OFFER 
PRODUCTS FREE OF CHEMICALS

Like most people, I use personal care products. 
Not much — lotion, shampoo, deodorant, some 
mascara, maybe some lip gloss, definitely cov- 
er-up — but I use them everyday nonetheless. 
And, like most people, I don't pay all that much 
attention to the contents. In fact, I've never 
really considered what insidious compounds 
are lurking inside my ‘ivory non-comedogenic 
matte finish’ glop. I just figure that I'm among 
the norm, one of the millions who blindly ap- 
ply lotions and creams and foaming cleansers 
to my body without really thinking about what 
the hell is in them. 

So what's inside a typical bottle of shampoo? 
Or those glossy pink lip stains? Well, lots of 
hard to pronounce compounds, some of which 
have documented negative effects on our bod- 
ies. Chemicals like parabens, which are used as 
preservative agents and are pretty much found 
in everything. Parabens are known hormone 
disrupters and are linked to premature aging 
— somewhat ironic considering they're added 
to anti-aging creams. Then there are phtha- 
lates, compounds found wherever there's a 
scent. Phithalates are banned in the European 
Union because they are considered neuro- and 
multisystem-toxins, linked to birth defects and 
reproductive abnormalities. Propylene glycol, 
too, is found in almost every product imagin- 
able — it's a skin irritant, immune system dis- 
Tupter and multisystem toxin. Then there are 
the others, like sulphates, dioxins, formalde- 
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hyde releasers, PTFE, PVC, BPA, Triclosan 
the list is seemingly endless. In fact, more than 
10,500 chemicals are registered for cosmetic 
use in the U.S. alone — seven new chemicals 
are approved for use each day. Of these, 90 per 
cent are not tested for safety because the onus 
is on the manufacturer to ensure products are 
safe, 

If you consider the fact that the average per- 
son uses 10 to 20 products a day, and the av- 
erage product contains dozens of chemicals, it 
shouldn't be a surprise to learn that more than 
400 discrete chemicals have been found in 
people's bodies by the U.S. Centre for Disease 
Control National Report on Human Exposure 
to Environmental Chemicals. That's a freak- 
ing lot of chemicals. But you can't really blame 
the consumer for not knowing what's inside 
that bottle. It's unbelievably hard to try to sort 
through the literature, the websites, the warn- 
ings, and the studies trying to figure out what's 
legit, what's quackery and what's still hearsay. 

Allison MacLean started researching the 
chemical constituents of everyday household 
products when her children started to de- 
velop health problems. Physicians had nuled 
out hereditary or genetic origins, so the new 
mom started looking at possible environmental 
causes. 

“I looked at what we ate, first,” she says. 
“Researching where our food came from and 
what's inside eventually led me to look at oth- 
er things, like paint and shampoo and soap.” 
She didn’t like what she found. “I thought: if 
I'm a typical mom and I'm doing this research 
and reading in order to make my kids’ lives 


healthier and better, then really what I'm doing 
defines all moms.” Once she discovered how 
difficult it was to access non-toxic goods in Ed- 
monton, she and her husband Marc Nipp made 
the decision to open a store that catered solely 
to organic products. Carbon Environmental 
Boutique, located on 104th Street just north of 
Jasper Avenue, opened in 2009 

The store's mission is to provide safe, sus- 
tainable, ethically-sourced and non-toxic prod- 
ucts of all kinds, with reasonable pricing and 
transparency. 

“There's a three-fold screening process when 
determining what goes on our shelves,” says 
MacLean. “We start with the question ‘is it 
non-toxic?’ and from there we determine sus- 
tainable practices and ethical sourcing of ma- 
terials. A product must meet all three if it is to 
be sold in our store.” A huge range of organic 
products are available, from flooring and paint 
to kitchenware, soaps and household cleaners. 
They purchase their goods from suppliers from 
across North America and focus on local sup- 
pliers as much as possible. “We are advocating 
non-toxic living by supporting companies that 
are environmentally responsible and use ethi- 
cal business practices,” says MacLean 

Although MacLean does a great deal of re- 
search on her own, she relies on two organic 
chemists to give her the run-down of chemical 
effects on people. “What do you know from 
the molecular level? How is this product going 
to react with peoples’ skin or bodies? 1 can't 
answer all those questions, which is why I rely 
on the chemists,” she says. 

But doing your own research is just as im- 





portant, she stresses — people need to equip 
themselves with the knowledge they need t 
be safe. 

“There are many resources out there that car 
help you make informed decisions,” says Ma 
cLean, “Organizations like the Environmenta 
Working Group or the cosmetics database on 
line are really useful, helpful places for getting 
information.” 

For Jennifer Nolan and Sheldon Durstling 
ridding their daily routine of harmful chemi 
cals became a little more hands-on than most 

“We started to pay attention to the ingredi 
ents in our bath products,” Nolan says. “Wher 
we started looking for alternatives, we noticed 
there was a big void in bath and beauty prod 
ucts — nothing was fully organic. So we de 
cided to make our own.” 

What started as a few bars of organic soay 
made in their kitchen sink has blossomed intc 
an organic bath and body line of soap, creams 
body butters, body washes and bath salts called 
Truffula Organics. Durstling is dedicated full 
time, preparing all the products in the couples 
basement while Nolan works as a nurse educa 
tor. 

“We needed a silver lining — instead of see 
ing all the problems, we did something that we 
thought could help improve the health of oth 
ers,” Nolan says. Their products are available 
online and at several stores around Edmonton 
and northern Alberta; the couple also travels 
across Canada to various trade and craft shows 
with their non-toxic message. “It’s a case of 
‘once you know something you can’t un-know 
and so we want to help educate as many people 
as we can, while providing affordable organic 
products,” Nolan says. 

Making the switch from mainstream to 
wholly organic, natural products might be as 
simple as dumping the contents of your house 
and replacing them with non-toxic versions, 
but most people — myself included — aren't go 
ing to readily do that. But there are many ways 
you can incorporate less harmful products into 
your life without starting from scratch (and 
emptying your bank account) — start replacing 
your products one-by-one as you use them up. 
And do your own research and decide what is 
important to you and your family before you 
start inventorying your life. 

“We have the power to alter the environments 
that we create for ourselves,” says MacLean 
“Simply changing your home into a healthier 
place will have big impacts.” Or, as one person 
said to me recently: “Don't stress out too much 
— the stress itself will have a worse effect on 
you than the chemicals themselves. So chill.”

KHADR SITUATION NEEDS A SOLUTION 





Inthe photo that Canadians have come 
to know so well, Omar Khadr is pictured as 
a solemn but unremarkable 14-year-old boy. 
It could be a photo from any high school 
yearbook in Canada. 

Today's photo of Omar Khadr shows a 
young man. bearded and — oddly, consider- 
ing his circumstances — smiling man in his 
early 20s, 

Whether as a teen or a man, the face 
of Omar Khadr haunts the government of 
Stephen Harper, and nags at the conscience 
of all thinking Canadians. 

The Khadr story is well known by now, 
Toronto bom, Khadr is the fifth child of the 
Khadr family, sometimes called the first 
family of Canadian terrorism for their clase 
ties to Osama bin Laden. The family lived 
varlously in Canada, Pakistan and Afghani- 
stan, most notoriously spending time in bin 
Laden's home. 

Omar Khadr was 15 and living with his 
family in Afghanistan when he was involved 
ina firefight with American forces in 2002. 
An American soldier was killed by a grenade 
blast, which American authorities claim was 
thrown by Khadr. He was sent to Guantana- 

mo Bay prison camp in late October, 2002. 

Considered a treasure trove of intelligence 
because of his links to Bin Laden, Khadr 
came under the most intense interrogation, 
including the use of sleep deprivation to 
make him talk. Canadian authorities entered 
the fray, questioning Khadr like they were his 
friends, then shamefully passing along the 
information to the Americans. 

Last week, the Supreme Court of Canada 
made the most recent of many court rulings 
on Khadr case Ina damning indictment, 
the court ruled that Canada breached “the 
most basic Canadians standards about the 
treatment of youth suspects,” and that the 


breaches remain ongoing until the govern- 
ment provides a remedy. 

That remedy? Bring Omar Khadr home. 

The Supreme Court could have ordered 
the government to bring Khadr home, but 
chose in Its wisdom to leave it up to the 
government to decide haw to remedy the 
situation, But by decreeing that Khadr has 
had his rights violated, and the best remedy 
is to repatriate him, the court has given the 
broadest possible hint to the Harper govern- 
ment thatit is time to bring Khadr home. 

But Harper has dug in his heels on Khadr. 
It seems likely that, barring a Supreme 





Court order, the Tories are content tolet the 
wheels of American justice grind on. 

Canada stands alone in its intransigence 
regarding Guantanamo prisoners. Australia, 
Britain, France, Belgium, and Germany 
have all repatriated detainees, yet Canada 
refuses to budge on Khadr. Despite the gross 
violation of his rights, Harper has signaled 
that he has no intention of remedying the 
situation. Why? 

The most likely reason is, to put it bluntly, 
itis a whole lot easier to let Khadr rot in US. 
jail than to bring him home. It costs Canada 
nothing to leave Khadr in Gitmo, and side- 
steps the thorny problem of what to do with 
him if he is repatriated. Should he stand 
trial under Canadian law? Or, should he be 
granted some degree of sympathy as a child 
soldier who was clearly under the sway of 
his evil family?

At stake, a shiny new money 
spinning aréna, to replace the dull, 
old money-spinning arena.

(OK, we know the answer to that last 
one.

Last week's announcement that 
Northlands was hiring its own con- 
sulting firm to look into options for a 
new arena marked not just an escala- 
tion of the simmering feud between 


Katz and Northlands, but a full- 
fledged outbreak of hostilities 

Let's recap 

Oilers owner Daryl Katz, who is 
seen in public about as often as J.D. 
Salinger (RIP), wants to build a new 
arena to house his tarnished crown 
jewel, the Edmonton Oilers. (Ignore 
for a moment that as far as crown 
jewels go, the Oilers are strictly cubic 
zirconia, It takes many years to de- 
sign and build a facility like an arena, 
so don't base your opinion on the val- 
ue of a new arena solely on the pres- 
ent day Oilers. The current Oilers 
stink so bad, as the old joke goes, if 
they played a game in my backyard, 
I'd draw the blinds. But in the future 

who knows?) The current building 
is certainly serviceable, if somewhat 
frumpy by the tarted up standards of 
modern arenas. It was designed for 
15,200, and now seats 16,839. The 
seating is termbly cramped (1 don't 
remember people in the 1970s being 
oompa-loompa sized, but it seems 
that way) and the concourse areas 
are hopelessly log jammed at inter- 
mission and during the stampede to 
flee the stench of another Oiler loss. 
Still, it does the job, which is to pro 
vide unobstructed viewing of sports 
events and concerts. Excruciating leg 
cramps are just an added bonus. 

So let's, for a moment, put aside 


the question of whether we need a 
new arena. In my view, we do. Time 
change, and people's expectations 
change. In just the same way people 
buy new cars when their old car 
still works fine, or move into larger 
homes when their old house stil 
does the job, Rexall Place is due for 
replacement. 

So if we're agreed a new building is 
needed, the questions then become 
where to build and who will run it? 
That's where the battle between Katz 
and Northlands begins. 

Katz envisions a building down 
town that will revitalize our improv 
ing but still struggling city core, He's 
willing to put up $100 million of his 
own money towards the building. 

Here's the sticking point. North 
lands owns Rexall, with the Oilers 
as primary tenants. Northlands, un 
derstandably, wants in on any new 
arena action. Reports indicate Katz 
has made a proposal to Northlands 
for their participation, but apparent 
ly the Northlands people haven't re 
sponded. Northlands blindsided the 
Katz people last week by announc 
ing a study into their own building 
which they call a “made in Edmon: 
ton” solution, (That's a sly dig that 
somehow the Katz proposal is not 
“made in Edmonton”.)

What is Northlands up to? Fight 
ing for its life, I think. 

Sure, they've got horseracing and 
gaming (horseracing is running on 
three legs these days), acres of ex 
hibition space on the Northlands 
grounds, the exhibition, and multiple 
other events. But it’s the arena that 
brings in the big bucks, According to 
Northlands annual report, in 2008 


‘facility sales and client services”, | 


which includes Oiler games and con- 
certs, brought in $42 million in reve- 
nue. Rexall is one of the most heavily 
attended concert venues in the world 
(no. 23), and the second third busiest 
in Canada. 

Katz, of course, knows the mil- 
lions that pour into Northlands via 
concerts and other events. You can't 
blame him for wanting a piece of 
that profitable pie, especially if he 
puts in $100 million of his own cash 
And Northlands, of course, can't af- 
ford to lose all that revenue. Nor can 
Edmonton afford competing arenas. 

The bottom line is this: no one 
person or entity can afford to build 


a new arena. Public money will be | 


needed, and there will be intense 


pressure to give Northlands a piece | 
f the action to make the use of tax | 


money more palatable to the public 
| don't believe Northlands is serious 
about building a new arena, but they 
are serious about being part of what- 
ever new arena arises.

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Ways To Banish The Winter Blues 





HOUISTICHEALTH 101 ROBERTA SHEPHERD 
PEELING SAD? ARE AFEW 
WAYS TO LIFT THE MENTAL 
GLOOM OF WINTER 





When | think about winter, I think 
about being cold, the pains of snow 
temoval, the extra time required just 
to get around, the treacherous roads, 
and the long grueling nature of it all 
You might hear me say that winter is 
a drag, and considering that about 15 
per cent of Canadians experience the 
‘winter blues’, | imagine many would 
agree with that statement 
Technically, the ‘winter blues’ are 
called Seasonal Affective Disorder, 
also known by its acronym, SAD. 
SAD is thought to be influenced by a 
lack of exposure to light. The preva- 
lence of darkness in winter months 
signals our bodies to manufacture 
a lot more of a hormone called me- 
latonin. Melatonin is made in the 
brain upon our being exposed to 
darkness, and is involved in regulat- 


ing our sleep-wake cycles, Melatonin 
lowers body temperature and causes 
drowsiness. On the flip side, sero: 
tonin is a hormone whose produc- 
tion is stimulated by light. Serotonin 
is also involved in the regulation of 
sleep and improves mood. Basically, 
winter months make melatonin: ‘the 
hormone of darkness’, and good day 
sunshine makes serotonin: ‘the hap 
py hormone’ 

So, what can you do to battle the 
winter blues? Try these out 

+ Light therapy is commonly rec- 
ommended for SAD and involves us- 
ing full-spectrum lights, or lower in- 
tensity blue and green light. There is 
also a device called a heliostat, which 
reflects direct sunlight through win 
dows with a computer-controlled 
mirror, For light therapy to work, it 
needs to be within peripheral vision, 
administered for a certain period of 
time, sometimes at a certain time of 
day and at a certain distance from 
the subject. Full-spectrum light units 
cost about $300. Alternatively, 60 
or 100 watt full-spectrum light bulbs 
are available for fitting in any stan- 
dard light fixture, and apparently, are 
just as effective at a cost of about $14 
to $15 dollars. 

+ Since sunshine provides the body 
with the ability to make vitamin D, 


there is speculation that vitamin D 
deficiency may influence SAD. Vi 
e form of fish 
oil, provides the fat and calcium that 


tamin D, taken ir 





are required for its synthesis in the 
body. 

* Supplemental melatonin has 
shown promising results for those 
suffering from SAD. The positive 
influence of melatonin on symptoms 
of SAD is based on a philosophy that 
our internal clocks are disrupted by 
extended exposure to darkness in 
winter months. It is believed that 


small, timed doses of melatonin 
work to reset our internal clock.

hour online charting a course of pos- 
sible destinations so there’s a Plan B 
(and C and D) when they encounter 
crowded foyer after crowded foyer. 
Luckily the pocket between 149th 
and 142nd Streets south of Stony 


| Plain Road is well-supplied with din- 


ing out opportunities. Unluckily we 
struck out at all of them: three Italian 
places and one high-end burger joint 


| Dispirited yet hungry, we pushed 


west through Jasper Place’s storied 
Gate and into a parking lot rimmed 


| by big grocery and drug stores and 


a shitload of restaurants. Seriously, 
a shitload. The always delightful 
Tropika plies its trade there, some- 
one claims to be offering the Best 
Donairs, and there's that sad buffet 
restaurant in front of which a hor- 
rifying broad-daylight murder was 


committed a couple of miserable 
winters ago. Our imaginations were 
momentarily captured by a Japanese 
storefront noodle house — just a 
few doors down from a Vietnamese 
noodle house — but when we noticed 
the banner under their canopy with 
just the word “Express” on it we both 
conjured visions of syrupy deep-fried 
teriyaki, viscous rice and supermar- 
ket-quality sushi. I don’t know this is 
what they in fact serve, but we were 
no longer in the mood to find out, if 
we ever had been. 

A safer bet sat across the parking 
lot in the squat, amiable premises 
of Miso, a smallish sushi emporium 
that's been doing its thing somewhat 
unobtrusively there for the better 
part of a decade, if my spotty memo- 
ty is anything to go by. As we walked 
through the door, I couldn't help 
myself but utter, “They need us!” 
For the first time that night, I looked 
across a field of mostly empty booths 
and tables, 

The menu, a digital replica of 
which can be seen at misojapanese- 


just about every sushi restaurant 
menu. Then the main attraction 
salmon and toro sushi, chop choy 
(all $4.45 per two-piece order) and a 
serving of rainbow maki ($8.50). 

The food started appearing very 
shortly after we ordered and came 
at a tempo completely attuned to our 
somewhat voracious demeanor 
when got back in the car to go home 
my co-diner noted less than an hour 
had passed since our arrival. The 
beef tataki was an excellent example 
of the form — thin, blue-rare slicc 
of marbled beef in a pool of citrusy 
ponzu sauce and topped with sliced 
green and white onion, shreds of re 
constituted seaweed (wakame) and 
grated daikon mixed with red pepper 
—and the small order the perfect for 
two. 

Next came the salads, lightly 
dressed and composed to give you 
exactly three dollars worth, again 
perfect for the kind of meal we were 
looking to have: not too much of 
anything. But looking across the big 
wooden block laden with our sushi

cuisine.ca, put me in mind of the 
reliable Kyoto sushi dynasty that's 
propagated about town like shiitake 
in terms of ranges both gustatory 
and monetary. The only thing for it 
was to test Miso on the fundamen- 
tals of what 1 think is a basic-but- 
rounded sushi-centric meal 

For starters, a small beef tataki 
($8.95) to stimulate the digestion 
chased by a dose of roughage, the 
three-dollar green salad you find on 











1 wondered if we'd gone overboard 
There was plenty of ginger and was 
abi too — can't abide a sushi place 
that’s begrudging with the condi 
ments. 

The sushi itself was more than 
adequate, especially the pearly pink 
scalloped slabs of tuna belly gar 
nished with green onion slices. The 
chop chop — pockets of nori filled 
with rice and a mound of chopped 
scallop mixed with mayo and fish 
roe — was likewise creamy and suc 
culent. I'm easily put off by medio- 
cre chop chop (it should never taste 
fishy) and Miso's version made me 
glad I'd given it a shot. My co-din- 
er found the filling of the rainbow 
maki, the ubiquitous inside-out rice 
roll wrapped with slices of salmon, 
snapper, avocado and cooked shrimp 
around a core of tempura bits and 
roe, too grainy as the tempura bits 
were particularly bitty. | was fine 
with it because I really eat it for the 
fish, and for the way it sponges up 
the stingingly strong wasabi-soya 
concoction I mix in the little tray in 
front of me. 

Moments after we ate the last bite 
our bill and the requisite chocolate- 
filled mint candies were on the table 
between us. It was the fastest decent- 
quality sushi meal | think I've ever 
had. Which goes to show there's no 
reason to go tainting your innards 
with fast-food knock-offs when you 
can often get lovingly-prepared ex- 
amples of the real thing somewhere 
nearby.

Daniel Cournoyer, directeur artis- 
tique for Edmonton's L'UniThéatre, 
seems determined to send me out 
on a date with a nice French girl this 
Valentines Day, despite my excuses 
about having only half-remembered 
Grade 7 French, “If you're willing to 
see a foreign film or go to the opera, 
why not a play?

And yes, Schroeder will be wear- 
ing her pirate garb at the Edmonton 
Opera's latest venture, Gilbert and 
Sullivan's The Pirates of Penzance, 
the comical, much-beloved story of 
Frederic and Mabel and of course, 
the Modern Major General, without 
whom, Cool Whip sales would have 
suffered for years (you do remember 
the Cool Whip ads from the ‘80s and 
90s, don't you?) 

The Pirates of Penzance has 
leeched into the public conscious- 
ness to such a degree, that even if 
you've never seen the operetta, nev- 
or heard of Gilbert and Sullivan, nay, 
been living under a rock for the last 
130 years, chances are good you've 
heard at least one ear-wormish tune 
from this show. 

Which is one of the reasons why 
Schroeder is excited about this pro-

Musician Sheri-Lee Wisor just got 
home from a 10-town tour of Eu- 
rope and is understandably full of 
tales. “We played a rock bar with a 
huge banner of my boyfriend, that 
big dude from Manowar behind us, 
a club in Slovenia where the front 
lights of the building were turned off 
to ensure the ‘privacy’ of the show. 
Man, it’s cold in Slovenia. | think my 
favorite show was in a half-German, 
half-Italian town near the borders 
of Switzerland and Austria called 
Bolzano. It was a smaller bar, but it 
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was packed with people and between 
songs it was so quiet you could hear 
a pin drop 

“The people over there seem re- 
ally interested in Canadian bands,” 
she continues. “It's always so great to 
play with Keith Rose, who I consider 
one of the seminal players in Cana- 
dian indie music and part of the rea- 
son why | wanted to play bass when | 
first started. We travelled with a duo 
called NonMiPiacellCirco! which 
translates to ‘I don't like the circus.’ 
There's this cool trend they call 
‘noise folk’ over there — organic in 
struments, dissonance, with a roots 
feel. It worked really nicely with the 
stuff I've been doing, 

“I've been doing a lot of work over

In the true tradition of country mu 
sic, Rae Spoon is a drifter of sorts.

Guitarist Joél Fafard has a pretty long 
list of accomplishments. In 2007, he 
was a Juno nominee for Instrumental 
Album of the Year; in 2009 he was a 
Canadian Folk Music Awards nomi- 
nee, an International Acoustic Mu- 
sic Awards runner up and a Western 
Canadian Music Awards nominee. 
On top of all that, he found time in 
his busy schedule of attending award 
ceremonies to sit down and invent 
the guitar, Not really of course, but 
I did tell him I was going to title this 
story, “Joél-Fafard invented the gui- 
tar.” 

“l went to Capilano College in 
(North) Vancouver and that is where 
1 learned how to learn,” says Fafard. 
"It is my style that | taught myself. 
When | was done | asked myself what 
I was going to do and I became really 
interested in guitar finger-work and 
getting a full sound from that, Like 
having the base line and the other 
lines happening at the same time, so 
I sat myself down and taught myself 
how to do it because what I learned 
at Capilano was how to learn. It's 
creating a style and a technique and 
putting them together, it's not like I 
invented finger-style guitar.” 

Doing well in Canada is one thing, 
but overseas he is accepted as well, 
So well in fact, that he is a bit sur- 


prised. Not at being accepted, but a’ 
the level at which people enjoy al 
types of music including his own 

“People responded to me very wel 
over seas, for example, Germany 
Fafard described. “In Berlin people 
are fans of music from all over the 
world and don't have any allegiance 
to languages the lyrics have to be in 
or anything. You could go to a par 
ty in Hamburg and listen to som: 
French rap and then some Irish folk 
music. You never know what is com 
ing on afterwards; they are really 
open-minded about things 

To.watch him play with a slide and 
picking away in tempo is a bit hyp 
notic. For example, a simple YouTube 
video of him sitting on a river bank 
in a pair of shorts epitomizes what 
he does; a wonderful combination of 
structure and dedication, not unlike 
the river itself. But, selling people on 
the idea that instrumentalists are fun 
to watch is hard to so. 

“That happens a lot actually,” says 
Fafard. “People are dragged to my 
show and are certain that an instru 
mentalist can’t hold their attention 
Then, they become very surprised 
by how I do keep them entertained 
I take that as a very big compliment. 
And | stand during my show, I don't 
feel like I'm working unless I'm 
standing. And that video was taken 
byfan African guitar player by the 
name of Tony Cox.

A Distin- 
guished Scholar in Residence at the 
University of Alberta, she is well ac- 
quainted with the distinct challenges 
faced by Aboriginal students new to 
Edmonton, and affordability is only 
part of the puzzle.

Aglukark certainly knows what she 
wants to do with her own life and 
continues to give Canadians, and the 
Aboriginal people who are close to 
her heart, a reason to celebrate.

For a quartet so crisp and composed, they sure can’t sit still for long: before you 
know it. they're taking already-ternific songs and chopping up the vocal tracks, or swapping out entire instruments from the mix 

And you know what? It still sounds just as good. Maybe even better.

And yet Alonso keeps his charac- 
ters permanently at arm's length, 
| preferring panoramic shots of the 
scenery they wander through to any 
thing resembling an interrogative 
close-up. So any claims as to Far. 
rel’s psychology are therefore strictly 





guesswork on my part; I have to as 
sume that he’s as muted and opaque 
as the man behind the camera. With 





his ragged sweaters, empty-eyed 


stare, and utter lack of urgency in 
anything he does, he certainly acts 
the part 

One thing I will say for Liverpool 
it's consistent The uncompromis- 
ingly glacial pace begins at frame 
one, with unhurried-to-the-point-of- 
comatose shots of sea life on Farrel’s 
boat. Even once his plan has been 
announced to his supervisor, and 
the mainland lights appear in the 
distance, things move at what could 
charitably be called a crawl. Farrel 
gets something to eat, watches some 
strippers, and stashes some duffel 
bags in an alley — in each case the 


he came back? When his elderly { 
ther éventually asks him this, Farre! 
of course, has no answer. 

It's possible that my inability to get 
on Alsonso’s wavelength is not e: 
tirely the film’s fault. Maybe I was toc 
antsy. Maybe I was in a particularly 
distractible state of mind, perched on 
the foot of my bed with the overhead 
lights on. This happens. 

But there's a bigger problem here 
and one that can't be explained away 
by an audience's fickle moods. Once 
you get right down to it, there's noth 
ing really at risk in the film. It’s a

cuts are quick, the intervening scenes 
long and unflinching 

There is something to be said for 
Alonso's approach, which is assured 
in its own way, and which hits some 
nice notes in these early scenes. But 
it's a game of diminishing returns. 
By the time Farrel silently hitchhikes 
his way home and wanders into the 
local restaurant, his face as blank as 
ever, you realize there's no big reveal 
coming. (Larger plot devices, like a 
mentally-challenged younger sister 
he’s never met, loom on the honizon 
but aren't pursued ) More than that, a 
fundamental question becomes more 


and more pressing: why, exactly, did 


ploding static, sure, but static none 
theless. Rather than challenge or 
upset the village's sleepy dynamic in 
any way, Farrel blends right in. It’s 
like he never left 

In fact, the only thing out of place 
in the entire movie is the metal key 
chain Farrel presents to his sister 
which spells out “Liverpool” in big 
metal letters. Now here's an object 
whose very presence feels disruy 
tive. Where did it come from? What 
could it mean? 

By the time the girl looks up, may 
be to ask these very questions, Farrel 
has walked away, up a hill and intc 
the woods, and is gone

“My heart goes out to people to 
whom nature has given something 
as powerful and as distracting as 
a sex drive and no healthy way to 
express it,” says Dr James Can- 
tor, a psychologist and the editor in 
chief of the research journal Sexual 
Abuse. “Pedophiles are not the only 
folks in this position, but they are by 


of credit — whatsoever. 
Unfortunately, science doesn’t know 
much about pedophiles like you, pe- 
dophiles who haven't done anything, 
because the social stigma is.so great 
that most nonoffending pedophiles 
never seek treatment. And what re- 
search has been done, says Cantor, 
isn't very encouraging if you're look- 
ing to free yourself from your attrac- 
tion to children. 

“There is no known way of turning a 
pedophile into a nonpedophile,” says 
Cantor. “The best we can do is help 


you?): “Castration, both chemical 
and physical,” says Cantor, “can in- 
deed be used to eliminate or take the 
edge off one’s sex drive.” 

If castration doesn't “take the edge 
off” a man’s sex drive, I shudder to 
think what Plan B is. Back to Can- 
tor: 

“Nonoffender pedophiles have told 
me that chemical castration has giv- 
en them considerable relief,” Cantor 
adds. “So it's unfortunate that we 
use the term ‘chemical castration,’ 
which evokes all kinds of emotions. 


When you get right down to it, w 
are talking only about taking the 
same medication used by, for exarr 
ple, prostate-cancer patients — some 
cancers are accelerated by testoster 
one, so blocking testosterone is part 
of the treatment.” 
And as for babysitting -. 
“Itis true that a regular, heterosexu, 
man is not going to commit an of 
fence against every woman he find 
attractive; however, most women ar 
capable of recognizing when an in 
teraction is just starting to go south 
and of getting out of the situatior 
Most children are not. So althoug! 
there is every reason to believe that 
there exist cats that can successfully 
be in charge of the canary, it's not a 
very good idea for the cat to be the 
one making that call.” 
So no babysitting for you, KIW ~ tc 
protect the kids, first and foremost 
but yourself as well. If it ever come 
out that you are a pedophile and yo. 
were in the habit of babysitting 
without-touching, your friends are 
unlikely to take your protestatior 
— you've never touched a child — at 
face value.
